GENERAL AND THE WASHINGTON POST SPECIFICALLY. OPPOSI- 
TION MORALE IN MUCH OF THE COUNTRY APPEARS LOFXYEM 
LAE 

CONGRESS PARTY LEADERSHIP IS FORMULATING POLICIES 
CALLING FOR CLOSER CONGRESS PARTY GOVERNMENT RELA- 
TIONS. CENSORS HAVE DECLARED THE JULY 29 ISSUE OF 
THE DMK DAILY MURASOLI "OBJECTIONABLE" AND SEIZED IT 
FROM THE NEWSTANDS. THE JULY 26 DEMONSTRATIONS IN 
GUJARAT APPEAR TO HAVE SUCCEEDED IN ATTRACTING CROWDS 
IN DISTRICT SEATS AROUND THE STATE AS WELL AS IN

EMERGENCY." 

"HE WAS QUESTIONED AT LENGTHABOUT GOVERNMENT

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3. OPPOSITION: THOUGH THE CIRCULATION OF UNDERGROUND 
PAMPHLETS, OPPOSITION STATEMENTS AND CRITICAL FOREIGN 
NEWSPAPER ACCOUNTS OF THE EMERGENCY IS INCREASING OUR 
IMPRESSION IS THAT OPPOSITION MORALE IS LOW. THE 
DETENTION OF NEARLY ALL TOP OPPOSITION LEADERS, THE 
THREAT OF ARREST AND INDEFINITEIMPRISONMENT, AN THE 
DIFFICULTIES OF ADJUSTING TO "UNDERGROUND" POLITICS

LEADERSHIP IS DRAWING UP PLANS FOR AN ACTION ORIENTED 
YOUTH CADRE PROGRAM TO OVERSEE THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
GOI SOCIO-ECONOMIC PROGRAMS. THOUGH THE IDEA IS 
NOTHING NEW. IT IS NOW BEING EXPRESSED WITH A MORE 
DETERMINED RING. ONE RELIABLE SOURCE CLOSE TO THE 
PRIME MINSTER'S PERSONAL STAFF STATES THAT 25 MAN 
UNIFORMED CONGRESS YOUTH TEAMS WITH QUASILEGAL 
POWERS WILL BE FORMED IN EVERY DISTRICT. THE CONGRESS 
PARTY-LINKED WEEKLY CURRENT RECENTLY CARRIED A 
TRAVANDRUM-DATELINED STORY ANNOUNCING THAT THE KERALA

BY MURASOLI MARAN, MP) PUBLISHED INTERVIEW WITH CHIEF 
MINISTER KARUNANIDHI IN ITS JULY 25 ISSUE. UNDER HEADING 
"NO REGRETS IF THE CONGRESS GOES FROM THE CENTER - KAR 
UNANIDHI." WHEN ASKED HIS "VIEW REGARDING THE REMOVAL 

OF THE RULING CONGRESS FROM THE CENTER," KARUNANIDHI REPLIED, 

"I WILL NOT HAVE ANY REGRETS IF IT IS REMOVED." ASKED 
ABOUT PEOPLE'S DEMOCRACY AND PARLIAMENTARY DEMOCRACY.KARUN-
